inspector of the port of New York for fifteen 
years. Mr. Hayes accom panied Colonel La- 
mont on histrip out to meet the ship which 
was bearing the president’s bride-elect into 
New York harbor from her Luropeau tour. 
He supposed that Colonel Lamont, of course 
had a permit from the secretary of the treasury 
for the passage of Miss Folsom’s baggage with- 
out examination and the numerous trunks of 
that lady were not subjected to the usual cus- 
tom house inspection. It turns out that Colo- 
nel Lamont had no permit guarantezing this 
courtesy. Mr. Hayes was very much surprised 
to find thatthe first communication he re- 
ceived fromthe president afterthis act of 
courtesy was a notice of removal from office 
for offensive partisanship. 

THE LEGISLATIVE APPROPRIATION BILL, 

At the session of the house tonight only 
those portions of the legislative appropriation 
bill to which no objection is made were con- 
sidered. Tomorrow the civil service section 
will come up. When it was reached this 
afternoon a dozen members were on their feet 
at once to raise the point of order against the 
limitation on theappropriation fixed by the 
committee. Mr. Blount, who is presiding over 
the committee of the whole during the consid- 
eration of this bill, recognized Mr. Morrison. 
who will temorrow lead the opposition to the 
-ection as reported, Mr. Blount’s decisions on 
points of order previously made against vari- 
ous paragraphs in the bill indicate that he 
will decide that the committee has no power 
to make such conditional appropriations as 
the ene proposed for the civil service commis- 
sion. Manydemocrats who are not in love 
with the civil service idea will oppose this at- 
tack upon it in an appropriation bill asa vio- 
lation‘of the rules of the house. 

; THE CIVIL SERVICE. 

The angry contention between Messrs, Fiud- 
lay and Compton, of Maryland, this afternoon, 
on the Baltimore appointments of the admin- 
istration, showed thata large element of the 
house is ready to applaud any thrust at the 
civil Service system. Still, many members 
who jubilate over every attacx of this kind, 
would not have the courage to vote against 
civil service if the opportunity were 
offered them. 

‘he Findlay-Compton episode proves that 
Mr. Find!ay is going to pull out of the 
democratic organization in Marviand and run 
as an independent candidate for congress on a

THE TARIFF BILL. 

Mr. Morrison's announcement in the house 
ioday that he would call up the tariif biil 
Lext Thursday. was the resuli of a conference 
between the leading revenue reformers of tue 
bourse. Speaker Carlisle has been urging them 
rotto give up the idea of passing the bill at 
this session. Mr. Morrison's announcement 
was met br onefrom Mr. Mehiniley, of Oaio, 
to the evect that he would oppose the con3id- 
eration of the tariff bill. The indi: ations are 
that the «contest will begin and end just at this 
point. Necessarily, there is an element of 
uncertainty in all calculations as to what the 
house will do next Thursday, but the estimates 


of the opponents of the bill appear to be 
well founded. They say that a careful can- 
vwass of both sides of tae house shows 


thatthe motion to consider the hill will be 
defeated by at lc ast fifteen votes. Mr. Randaltl 
will oppose the waste of time upon a bill 
which, in all probability, couid never piss the 
house, and which by no possibility could pass 
the senate. The number of democrats who 
agree with him inthis position is placed by 
conservative estimates at thirty. if twenty- 
gue democrats stand with him the bill will not 
be considered, as the republicans will be prac- 
tically unanimous in opposition to the motion 
of Mr. Morrison. It is hard toseeon what 
they base theiralleged confidence, but both 
the speaker and Mr. Morrison think the bill 
will he taken up. Mr. Morrison gives no esti: 
mates of the vote, and 
eve admits that he ultimate 
fate of the hill in the house is in great dou >t, 
but be savs it will surely be taxen up wher 
he calis for it next Thursday. Colonel Morri- 
son was fully as confident that his horizontal

The House Takes Up the Legislative, Execi- 
tive and Judicial Bill. 
WASHINGTON, June 11.—In the house, on 
motion of Mr. O’ Neill, of Missouri, the senate 
bill. similar te the one introduced in the hose 
by Mr. O'Neill, was passed, to legalize the in- 
corporation of national trades unions. 

. Private busipess having been dispensed 
With, a session was ordered for tonight for the 
consideration of the Jegislative appropriation 
hill, amd a session for tomorrow night for the 
consideration of the pension ‘bills. 

§{Mr. Cobb. of Indiana. from the commit ee on 
publie lands, repo-ted back the Atiantic and 

Pacific land forteiture biti with senate amend- 
ments, avd moved? concurrence in amend- 
ments. No action was taken and on motion 
la‘d over umi!l Monday.

whole (Mr. Blount in the chair) on the legis- 
= exccutive and judicial appropriation 
rill. 

In the diseussion of the . paragraph relating 
to committee clerks, Mr. Morrison, ironically 
referring to the reduction of salaries, claimed 
by Mr. Holman to be made in the bill, called 
attention to the fact that $1,600 was appropri- 
ated for an assistant clerk tothe committee 
on appropriations, when there was no law 
which prevented the reduction being made. 

Mr. Holman said that the sum had been ap- 
piopriaetd in former years, but expressed a 
willingness to vote for the reduction if Mr. 
Morrison made the motion. The two gentle- 
men then engaged in acolloguy which amused 
the members, and upon Mr. Randall, of Penn- 
sy!vania, attempting to answer a question 
propounded by Mr. Morrison, that gentleman 
exclaimed: 

“T wasn’t asking you. You are not an econ- 
onist up to the standard of the gentleman 
from Jndiana.”’ 

A long discussion arose pon & point of order 
egainstthe designation by name of the various 
house employes and it wag flaally sustained 
by the chair. 

Mr. Cobb, of Indiana, offered an amendment 
making an appropriation for first assistant 
door keeper of the house. 

The bill fails to make any provision for this 
office, which is now filled by Luther IF. War- 
der. Mr. Howard, of Indiana, in supporting 
the amendment protested against the legislat- 
ing of Warder out of oftice, and boped that the 
committee would not attempt to do indirectly 
what the house had refused to do directly a 
few days ago. 

The amendment was rejected. 

Mr. Allen, of Mississippi, offered an amend- 
ment providing that pone of the money ap)ro- 
priated for contingent funds shall be ased ia 
paying the expenses of the funeral of any 
member of corgress. At home, he said, when 
a pauper died the municipal corporation appro- 
priated the exorbitant sum of 310 to bury him; 
but when a millionaire died here, the house 


appropriated from $3,000 to $10,000 to bury 


him. A gentleman who went away upon these 
funeral excursions did not recover’ their 
spirits for the balance of the 


session. He had heard such remarks at this: 

“Do you know so and so?” 

“Oh, yes. He's ajolly good fellow. I went 
on a funeral with him. Here he looks tobe 
very quiet but you would be surprised to find 
how jolly he is when he gets away and what 
gocd games of cards he plays and number of 
drinks he takes.”’ 

Mr. Gibson of West Virginia, hoped that the 
amcudment would be rejected. If a govern: 
ment ofticer died while he was away from 
heme on public business the government 
couid not refuse to see that his remains were 
transported to his family. 

There was no truth or justice in the assault 
made on funeral parties. 

The amendment was rejected. 

Mr. Allen suggested that from the vote it 
wculd scem that most of the members expect- 
ed to die during their term of service, but he 
warned them that if the house continued in 
the course it had been pursuing, a good many 
of them would be out before they got their 
funeral expenses paid, Hisleadersuip migot

A voice—What is he? 

Mr. Findlay—He is democrat. He was a dem-

Turning defiantly towards the democratic 
side, Mr. Findlay exclaimed:

Then you mean to say that the ob- 
jectof this amendment is to give a partisan 
and not a non-partisan service. Applaud just

Mr. Findlay then continued to review the 
action of the Baltimore postmaster. This in-

Civil service had sought by every effort, and 
by every means it could employ, to show that 
he had viojated the law of that service, be- 
cause he had removed from ofticea lot of po- 
litical scalawags and a lot of unprincipled 
scoundrels—associates of bis colleagues in last 
fall’s campaign, when he (Mr. Findlay) had 
sought to defeat the democratic ticket. [Ap- 
plause on the democratic side. | 

Immediately the house was in an uproar, 
but above the noise Mr. Findlay was heard to 
inquire, angrily. whether his colleague meant 
to say that heassociated with scalawags and 
scoundre!s. 

Either the confusion prevented Mr. Comp- 
ton from hearing Mr. btindlay’s question or 
drowned bis reply thereto, but the gentlemen 
stood within a few fect of one another, angrily 
gesticulating, while other members of. the 
house gathered around and took much inter- 
est In the scene. 

Speaker Carlisle, who was in the cham- 
ber, approached the speaker’s desk and 
was apparently ready to seize the gavel and 
exert his authority in the case. The demon- 
stration became more threatening, but Chair- 
man Blount was equal to the emergency and 
soon succeeded in securing comparative qniet. 

The angry colloguy between these two 
Marvland members continued for some time. 
Mr. Findlay secured the last word, saying: 
“We bave real democracy in Maryland, and 
the spurious democracy that has corrupted and 
debauched the franchise of our state, and has 
made, through the agency of the president 
here, the recommendation of men who owe 
their offices to such influences as have made 
the name of civil service reform stink by the 
character of theappointments made. Iam in 
favor of civil service reform, not snive! ser- 
vice reform, but genuine ciy.] service reform, 
and Issy that whenever tbe day comes that 
it shall .be recognized as the policy ofour coun- 
try that every four yearsa hundred thousand 
offices are to be put up for sale and knocked 


down to. the bigbest bidder; though this 
country has stood cvery strain and 
trial, that strain will be too 
grest: for the union will he 
confronted with the most dangerous enemy 


that has ever assailed its peace or threatened 
its integrity. [{Applause. | 

The Laynes amendment was then ruled out 
af order, and some little discussion arose as 
tothe proper mode of appropriating for the 
salary ofthe presiding cflicer of the senate. 

lt wss finally agreed to strike out the clause 
appropriating $8,000 for the salary of the vice- 
president andto appropriate 33,000 to pay 
such senators as might be selected to preside 
over the senate. ‘ 

The civil service section having been 
reached, Mr. Morrison made a_ point 
of order against the provision changing rules 
of the commission, and pending the decisioa 
the committee rose. 

Mr. Morrison gave notice that on Thursday 
next he would call up the tariff bill, and Mr. 
McKinley, in tehalf of opponents of the 
measure, stated that he would resist its con- 
sideration, 

The house then took a recess till 8:50, the 
evening session to be for the further consider: 
ation of the appropriation bill. 

THE EVENING SESSION, 

When the house met this evening it imme: 
diately went into committee of the whole ou 
the legislative appropriation bills, but owing 
to the small attendance of members the civil 
service clause was passed over until tomor- 
row. 

Qn motion ef Mr. Holman, of Indiana, the 
salary of the public printer was reduced from 
=4 HOO to =4, G00, 

In order to attain some considerable progress 
in the bill it was agreed that any paragraph to 
which objection was made should go over un- 
til tomorrow, and the clerk proceeded to read 
such clauses to which there was no objection. 

At eleven o'clock the committee rose and the 
house adjourned, 


GOSSIP. 


WASHINGTON 


An Erroneous Statement—A Spanish Fishing 
Vessel Fined. 

WASHINGTON, June 11.—The statement of 
yesterday that the senate had reconsidered 
the vote by which the hill prohibiting mem- 
bers of congress from acting as attorneys for 
land grant or subsidized railroads was errone- 
ous. Senator Hawley’s motion to reconsider 
was entered, but was not acted upon. 

The treasury department is informed that a 
fine of $400 was imposed on the master of the 
Spanish fishing vessel, Chlotilde, by the col- 
lector of customs at Cedar Keys, Fla, for hav- 
ing failed to enter, according to section 2773 of 
the Revised Statutes. The fine was paid and 
the vessel released. 

The first comptroller of the treasury has de- 
cided that the word “office” in the first clause 
of rule 190f the civil service commission ap- 
plies to the head of a burea as well as to the 
hesd of a department, that the head of a bu- 
reau is the head of ah oflice; also that when 
the head of adepartment believes that the 
public service will be promoted thereby he 
can appoint a confidential clerk for the head 
ofa Lureauin his department without re- 
quiring him to undergo civil service exami- 
bation, and the appointee can receive the pay 
of any clerk in the classified service, provid 
there is a vacancy in any grade for which an 
appropriation has been made. The question 
arose On an apviication by the third anditor 
for a confidential clerk. 

The secretary of state recently received 4 
cable message from Minister Cox, at Constanti- 
nople, saying that the sultan of Turkey de- 
sired to send a wedding present to Mrs. Cleve- 
land, and asking that it be received. The 
president, while sppreciating the motives of 
the sultan, felt that its acceptaneé would be in 
violation of the spirit, if not the letter, of the 
constitution, and, accordingly telegra phed his 
declination of the proposed compliment. 


THE ORANGE RIOT. 


An Officer Who Witnessed the Affair Gives the 
Particulars—Scenes in the Streetse—The 89!- 
Giers Checking the Mob — Buckshot 
Mowing the Rioters Down, Eitc. 


BELrAst, June 11.—An associated press re- 
porter, who was detailed to remain on the 
ecene of the riots, at five o’clock this. moraing 
reported as follows: 

“I remained among the rivters all night. 
The greatest damage in the way of wrecking 
and looting was done along the Shank’ Hill 
and York roads. The fighting in both thor- 
oughfares was desperate and continuous. The 
mob was composed of the lowest ruttians. The 
bayonets of the police had no terrors for them, 
and in many cases I saw the mob, in overwhelm- 
ing numbers, press up against the bayonets 
ofthe police and drive them back. The only 
instances in which the police drove the mob 
at all, sofaras I observed, were those in 
in which the officers in compact lines, fired at 
close rapge rapid volleys of buckshot. These 
the rioters could not stand against aud they 
were driven back. But evenunder sucha 
galling fire the rioters would drop to the pave- 
ments and rush upon the police while they 
were reloading. Fighting of this kind at such 
close range as to be practically hand to hand, 
was continued until two o'clock this morning, 
when twilight began to dawn and so many of 
the rioters disappeared as to leave the mob of 
insuficient strength to longer cope with the 
armed police, who succeeded in dispersing 
them. 

THE LOWFST SCUM OF BELFAST, 

“My observation shows that the mob of last 
pight was composed of the very lowest scum 
of Belfast. I saw members of it throw paving 
stoner, weighing fifteen or twenty pounds, I 
even saw fiends hurling rocks at the gallant 
firemen, who were imperilling their lives in 
attempts to save dwellings from destraction 
by incendiary fires and their helpless inmates 
ircm borrible deaths. If anything else were 
wanting to prove the character of the mob it 
would be furnished by dozens of rufliians I 
caw during the night sneaking away from 
wrecked or burning buildings laden dowa with 
loct. Itis impossibie to describe the state of 
terror under which the respectable Catholic 
people of Belfast are now living in conse- 
quence of the prevalent anarchy of bigotry. 
The bravest of them hardly dare to venture 
out of doors in daylighteven. [I know that 
scores of people were shot during last night’s 
riots. I sawten taken to the hospital this 
morning. Itis feared that every funeral of a 
victim of the rioters may provoke a fresh out- 
break. The law-abiding citizens demand of 
the government the appointment of a special 
commission to inguire into the causes ot the 
whole disorder.” 

THE WORKINGMEN CRY FOR REVENGE. 

The ricting last night was less disastrous 
than on Wednesday. Aftertheir day’s labor 
bad ended, thousands of workingmen gathered 
in the vicinity of Bower’s Hill police barracks. 
They execrated the police and cried out: 

“We will have ten lives for every one of the 
murcered girls!” 

The county police were then withdrawn and 
some well known local constables were seut to 
reccon with the mob. The latter demanded 
the withdrawal of all the police. Arch-Dea- 
ecn Leverand several Presbyterian clergy- 
men,after this, implored the mob to disperse. 
‘Their addresses proved altogether useless, and 
even while the clergymen were speaking, the 
Lioters kept up adesultery stone throwing at 
the police. One scone strack a divine squarely 
inthe face and huit him severely. Captain 
Lestiuuge, a resident magistrate, who was 
present to counsel order, was struck. bya 
brickbat on the head. When the preachers 
ceased the mobsurged up to the gate of the 
barracks and cefied the police to come and 
take a square fight. Things went on this way 
unti! about ten o'clock, when two troops of 
dragoons galloped up. They were followed by 
three hundred infantry. These men-‘had been 
under armseleven hours. The mob was for 
the moment powerless with surprise and dis- 
persed, ‘The runaways soon, however, became 
ashamed of themselves and returned to the 
sccne, warmly cheering the Soldiers.

Itwas waged with desperation on 
both sides. ‘The police fired twenty-six 
rou. ds of buckshot at the rioters, but the mob 
fina ly drove them away aud smashed McClos- 
kev’s tavern to picces, distributing the liquors 
toall who would drink orcarry the liquor 
away. Several of the rioters were wounded 
in’ ibis fight avd were’ left helpless in the 
sti: ets by their comrads, who, maddened with 
fijguor and excitement, rushed to the work 
cf wreck = and pillage. A number 
or taverns were destroved, and ali their stocks 
of wine, Whisky and beer thrown out to the 
erowd in the street-, whodrank it ravenously 
apd carried it away in jugs and buckets. In 
the latter work scores of women and children 
were engaged all the time the rioting lasted. 
Toward midnight the mob, after having 
wrecked and looted all the tavernas in the vi- 
cinity, returned to McCloskey’s tavern and set 
it on fire. The glare attracted the police, who 
reformed and marched down there to 

ut cut the tire aod save 
the town | from eouflagration. They 
had to fight for every foot of the way. At 
times when the flames flared high, the sight 
of uniformed officers scattered among the mo» 
filling the strect from house to house, each 
ctlicer fighting on his own account and all in 
the same direction, every man shouting or 
cursing: women and children at the windows 
shrieking and gesticulating, was terrible. 
Firally the police got together and carried on 
their battle with buckshot. This eventually 
scattered the mob, and the fire at McUloskey’s 
was put out before it could extend. 

McCloskey avd his family and a number of 
his Catholic neighbors were rescued from the 
fury of the mob by an Orangeman, who took 
them to his house and there gave them safe 
rere eoverement has placed the districts 
teiroriz¢d by the mob, in the province of 
Ulster, under martial Jaw, 

The mayor has issued a proclamation de- 
claring that all persons refusing to disperse 
are liabie to arrest and also risk being charged 
upon #s riotous mebs, The mayor presided at

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THE NEW PARLIAMENT. 


Mr. Gladstone Says the Body May Meet Im- 
mediately After the Elections. 
Loxpon, June 11.—The house of commons 
today agreed to give government business 
precedence during the remainder of the ses- 


Te Gladstone. in answer toa request fora 
more explicit statement concerning the reas- 
cembling of parliament, said: “I wish to re- 
state clearly what I said yesterday respecting 
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the assembling of parliament. If, when the 
elections are over it be foundthat the couatry 
does net approve of the policy of the govern- 
ment respecting the future government of Ire- 
land—or if there remains room for doabt on 
the question then the new parliament wil! be 
assembled forthwith.” 

Mr. Chamberlain’s electeral manifests was 
made public thisevening. Itdeclares thatthe 
government's Irish preposals have been con- 
dewned in advance by every liberal statesman 
of the country. 

‘What the liberal leaders last November 
solemnly and seriously declared nusafe,” con- 
tinned the manifesto, ‘the premier has now 
undertaken. Irish landlords of all classes af- 
fected are alone subjected to exceptional con- 
sideration. Englishmen are told that the act 
of unien was due toshamefual corruption. It 
is to be hoped that the act of separation is not 
to be purchased by the most gigantic bribe ever 
cflered to the opponeut of any legislation. 
Biternate proposals increase the number of 
occupying owners of land; establish a com- 
plete system of popular local government alike 
in its main features for Englend, Scotiand, 
Ireland and Wales, enabling each to exercise 
yreaier influence in its local administration 
and in legislation for their special! needs and 
requirements, with an imperial parliament 
supreme over all, This will satisfy the na- 
tional aspirations of England and Seotland. 
Ireland’s Dational aspirations are not stronger, 
nor are they entitied to more sympathy.”’ 

Mr. Chamberlain, in bis manifesto, dwells 
v} on the fact that the government has made 
no attempt todeal with matters which Mr. 
Gladstone's election manifesto declared were 
ripe for legislation. 

“The government,’ Chamberlain continues, 
“came ipto cilice upon the resolution that im- 
mediate legisiation would be enacted for the 
benefitof agricultural laborers, but it has not 
tried to fulfill its pledge. and parliamentis to 
be dismissed because a iwajority of Euglish 
and Scotch members refuse to accept proposals 
which are not supported by any section in the 
house of commons outside of tue government 
and those  Jrish members, who 
Mr. Gladstone recentivy Cescribed as marching 
through rapine to the disintegration of the 
em pire. 

Mr. Gladstone was asked in the house of 
commons this evening by William Johnsom 
corset vative), if it was true as reported, that 
the earl of Aberdeen, Irish viceroy, during his 
reccut visit to Cork had knelt at the altar of 
the Catbolic cathedral in that city. 

Mr. Gladstone replied, if the earl of Aber- 
deen Gone the kneeling of which he was ac- 
cuscd, he (Mr. Gladstone) was not aware of it. 
He added : 

“We must decline to institute 
an inquiry into such a question. It lights the 
fire of religious discord. I can say, however, 
thut I have never known a better Christian 
nor a more perfect protestant than the ear! of 
Aberdeen.” 

Major Saunderson, conservative, asked 
whetber a sworn inquiry would be held con- 
ceiping the causes of the Belfast riots. 

Mr. Gladstone answered that Mr. Morely, 
chief secretary for Ireland, was at present in 
Loubliin forthe purpose of instituting an in- 
quiry into those grave occurrences.

The Workmen Make se Demand that an Overses? 
Sball be Discharged — Tho Mill Presidents 
Will Close Down on Monday if the 
Strikers Do Not Return to Work. 


Avcusta, Ga.. June 11.—The operatives ia 
Algernon factory weave room demanded the 
discharge of their overseer, D. McGow, on ac- 
count of alleged unjust treatment. At one 
o'clock about sixty hands in the weave room 
struck, when Superintendent Woodward er- 
dered the rsijl to close down, throwing out 
two hundred hands. The operatives affirm 
that this has no connection with the Knights 
of Labor movement, and say that they will re- 
turn to work when McGow is removed. 

Since night set in the strike in the little 

Jgernon mills has assumed a more serious 
aspect,and the town is now completely worked 
up over the affair. Late tonight the presi- 
dents of al] the milis running in Augusta met 
and took the case under consideration. This 
was rather a matter of surpise. It was not 
generally known that the mill presidents 
would act in concert or co-operate in the 
matter. After carefully and calmly discuss- 
ing the affair they came to the conclusion and 
announced, that unless the strikers at the 
Algerton mills return to work Monday mora- 
ing every mill inthe city will be shut down 
aud a general lock-out inaugurated. Now the 
question ci the connection of the Knights 
of abhor with the affair will come 
up for consideration. If the knights are 
cognizant of and a party to the Algernon 
strike, and insist on the point advanced 1m 
the Algernen against Overseer McGow, trouble 
is in store for our mill employes. It isknowa 
the state over that Augusta mill employes 
bave been thoroughly organized by the knights, 
and probably atest of strength will now bad 
out. Knots of mill employes can be seen at this 
hour (11 p. m.) gathered together in the mill 
auarter of the city, discussing the situation 
Your correspondent mixed with them, but 
they are reticent, and refuse to talk when the 
presence of a stranger to them is known, 
This trouble interest five thousand workmen 
in Augusta: including men, women, boys 
and girls, and fifteen thousand people 
depend on those forsupport. It is developed 
late tonight that President Phinizy, of the 
A'gernonu mills, had written to the employes, 
advising and asking the appointment of 
a committee from the dissatised work- 
men to act jointly with representatives 
of the mill interest to iuvestigate the com- 
plaints against McGow, but that the strike 
occurred while this communication was being 
transmitted tothe employes.

All of the mill presidents have decided 
close every millin Augusta if the Algernon 
mill strikers do not return to work on Mon- 
day.

The Charges Against General Gordon. 


The tendency to overstatement which isa 
marked characteristic of Dr. Felton’s style, 
both in his speeches and in his writings, is 
curicusly illustrated in his letter to THE 
CONSTITUTION which we printed yesterday.

Gordon by ‘‘abusing’’ Dr. Felton, and, in 
another place he solemnly declares that THE 
CONSTITUTION hasraised ‘‘a storm of abuse’?

The more the people of the state are told 
that General Gordon isa thief, a liar anda 
corruptionist, the closer they will stick to 
him. The same tactics were tried when the 
attempt was made to break down Governor 
Colquitt, and the result was all that we ex- 
pected.

The State Fair at Maccn-Ten Thousand Dollars io 
Préemiums—Marictta and North Georgia Rail- 
reed Bonds— Rewards Offered fora Mur- 
cerer and fcr a Thief, Etc., Etc, 


Commissioner of Agriculture, J. T. Hender- 
son, hes received the premium list of the Geor.- 
gia state fair, which will be held at Mazon in 
October and November next. 

The fair will continue through two wecks, 
opening on the 25th of October and closing on 
the 6th of November. The firat two days will 
be used for placing exhibits in position, so that 
the 27th of October will be the first day upon 
which visitors will be admitted. 

The premiums will amount to ten thousand 
dollars in cash, the largest amount ever offer- 
ed by the fair association. The departments, 
eleven in number, have all been thoroughly 
revised, and officers selected on ac- 
count of their well known fit- 
ness ~ for the discharge of their 
respective duties have been placed in charge. 
Much attention will be paid to securing fall 
exhibits of the agricultural products of the 
state, and it is expected that they will be more 
uumerous than at any previous fair. 

Three thousand and fifty dollars will be 
devoted to premiums for races. The infor- 
mation that follows will be of interest to those 


intending to enter horses: 
ENTRANCE FEF, 

Ten percent ofthe purse. All entrics must be 
mace On or before the first of October, 1885, anda 
iwo and one-balf per cent of the purse must ac- 
cOIrpapy the nomination—two and one-half pei 
centmust be paid by the 15th of October, 1586, and 
five per cent by four o'clock, p. m., on the day be- 
fore the race.

Walter Land and Old Limerick Make Their Escap?

Two of the prisoners confined in the stock- 
ade made a “daring” escape yesterday mora- 
ing.

Land’s escape was a Garing one. while Old 
Limerick’s was as quiet and easy a3 walking 
away unmolested could have been, Larly 
yesterday morning one of the guards was in- 
etructed totake Land and Old Limerick into 
the potato patch and put them to pniling 
wecds. This task is not a pleasant one 
neither is it a hard one, and the two men were 
put atit because they were not ableto do 
barder work, Land being a weak boy 
of thirteen years, while Old Lim- 
erick is badly crippled, besides 
being infirm trom old age and dissipation. 
The guard carried his arms with him when he 
tock the priscners into the petaio field, not 
that he bad any idea he would ever need 
them, but for the purpose of inducing submis- 
sion. When the two prisoners reached the 
potato field they went to work with a lazy, 
independent sir. The guard did not expect 
much work from the pair, and did not push 
them. About ten o’clock Land reached the 
end of arow and was about fifty yards from 
the guard. About twice that distance from 
Land was a dense piece of timber. . Land had 
worked faster than old Limerick, and when 
he stopped at the end of the row he 
appeared to be waiting for the old 
mantocomeup. lor aminute after straight- 
ening up Land stood still, and then like a 
flash daited towards the timber. The guard 
observed Land’s first leap and devising his in- 
tention called on him to halt, but Land only 
doubled his speed.

“Stop, or I'll shoot.”

ond disappesred in the woods. |

woods. 

When the guard sprang away after Land old 
Limerick stretched himself, and with a smile 
on his face, watched the race until the pur- 
sued and pursuer had disappeared in the 
woods. Then he drovped his handful of weeds, 
and shakingthe dust off his hands, looked 
about until he was satisfied that no one saw 
him and quietly walked away. The race bs- 
tween Land and the guard was a warm one. 
Both were good runners, butithe boy was too 
fleet and made hisescape. . When the guard 
realized that Land was gone he swallowed his 
anger and walked back to the potato patch to 
thank oid Limerick for not leaving, but when 
he reached the ground he found that the old 
man had been unkind and treacherous enough 
to go away, too. 


Did They Fight a Duel” 

Late yesterday afternoon, Chief Connolly 
was quietly informed that two young men, 
well known in Atlanta, were preparing to 
fight a duel, and that all arrangements had 
been made for the encounter to take place be- 
tween sundown and dark near the base ball 
park.

Just as they reached the 
rear of the ballpark a carriage drove hurriedly 
away, but beyond this the ground was de- 
serted. The officers pursued the carriage, but 
were upable to overtake it. The driver was 
evidently in a hurry and came into the city. 
A close watch was kept on the park until after 
midnight, but no one appeared. 


Governor Bullock Fined Five Dollars. 

The case against Ex-Governor Bullock wa; 
called in police court yesterday morning. The 
€x-governor was on hand and so was his attor- 
ney, Judge Hopkins, by whom a plea of not 
guilty tothe charge of interferring with an 
eficerin the discharge of his duty was sub- 
mitted. City Attorney Goodwyn was present 
to represent the city and stated that he did 
not think there was much in the case except 
\o establish a precedent, and a very important 
one to the police department. Governor Bul- 
lock had several times before refused to allow 
(flicers to eter his cotton factory and no «:- 
tion wastaken inthe matter so he hai been 
infermed. 

The case against the -ex governor arose two 
cays ago, when Patrolmen Mercer, Steerman 
and isdford went to the Atlanta cotton mills 
to make an arrest, and were politely but 
firmly refused admittance into the cardroom 
where Jobn Daly was at work and who was 
warted by the officers for a city and a state 
onenee, The testimony in the case showed 
that the cflicers knew Daly was at work in the 
factory, and had reasons to believe that he 
intended to “skip out” at 12 o'clock. Janis 
they told Governor Bullock, but he still 
refused to allow the arrest to be made, 
saying that the 

hended at 120 clock. Governor Kall 

as his reason for refusing the officer's admit- 
tance that he was afraid it would create great 
excitement amonet his hands, and greatiy re- 
tard the work and injure his business. 

The defense imtroduced’ no evidence, but 
admitted all the city’s testimony as correct. 
Juége Hopkins said he was unwilling to make 
any test c2se of it. because there had beea no 
purpese of harboring a criminal ou 
the cefendant’s part, and there was 
nothing in the case. City Attorney Goodwyn 
took a very different view of the matter, and 
etated that lawfully the officers had a right to 
enter the factory, and that Governor Ballock 
hed simn!y made a mistake. He said that he 
did not wish to havea heavy fine imposed, 
but the law should be enforced as a matter of 
meeedent, and one very important to the 
police anthorities. 

Judge Anderson said that he wasof the 
opipien that Governor Bullock bad no inten- 
tion ci violating the law, but nevertheless he 
bad done so, end that the offense was punish- 
abie. The officers havea right togo’intoa
